As time goes on she is flooded with his love and 
gifts,, but. she dislikes almost everthing he has .to offe.r now and she is 
willing to accept some gifts and others she is offended at. ’/hen he. 
accepts her as his bride and she brings forth offspring she is rebelliou 
and she teaches disrespect to her offspring; who are offended on ever 
hand at the head of the household. She has not and does not accept all • 
good things unbiased and without reservations - a - contemptuous winch, 
she turns out to be unworthy, unfaithful and undeserving to receive his 
inheritance. This is’ symbolic of an unfaithful church who becomes offen- 
ded at the messages, love, gifts, -and mercy of a True and Living God

She doesn’t accept all the gifts . God -GAVE- her, unbiased without ' 
reservations ; she finds faults with this gift and that gift Until the 
Potency of the Message is Lost - As she is Lost, LOST.

disgust she sho-ws and the more offended she becomes with his expressions
